JOURNAL OF A NOBLEMAN AT THE 
CONGRESS OF VIENNA. 

The Prince De Ligne—His letter to Rosseau—Lord 
Glenbervie—Count de Clary—Euzene Beauharnois 
—Emperor Alexander—King of Prussia—Ewperor 
of Austria—King of Bavaria—King of Denmark— 
King of Wurtemberg. 

Dr. Johnson somewhere says, in allusion to the 
great wall of China, that the grandson of a man 
who has seen it has some reason to be proud of 
the circumstance, This, 1 think, is an exagge- 
ration no less oriental than the object to which 
it refers; and the remark might, perhaps, with 
more justice, be applied to great men and me- 
morabie events. Formy own part, I must con- 
fess | am proud of having been at the Congress 
of Vienna; for though I had not the honour of 
being acquainted with the illustrious individuals 
who assisted at that memorable assemblage, 
yet, if a recollection of their persons prompts to 
an intimation of their characters and conduct, it 
cannot be a matter of indifference even to have 
seen them. — 

The day after my arrival, I went to pay my re- 
spects to the Prince de Ligne, who readily con- 
descended to be my guide and instructor when- 
ever circumstances brought me near him. | was, 
of course, delighted at the opportunity of being 
aided by his intelligence in observing the inter- 
esting picture | was now about to behold; and 
I was therefore the more sensible to the friend- 
ly reception I experienced from him. ‘ You 
have come just at the right moment,’* said he. 
‘All Europe is here; and if you are fond of fetes 
and balls, you will have enough of them, I pro- 
mise you; for the Congress may be said to be 
dancing instead of sitting. There is absolutely 
a royal mob here. Every one is exclaiming 
peace! justice! equilibrium! indemnity! Who 
is to clear the chaos and stem the torrent of 
pretension, I know not. As for me, I am a 
quiet looker on. At any rate, all the indemnity 
1 shall ask for is a new hat, for 1 have worn out 
one in bowing to the sovereigns, whom I meet 
at the corner of every street. But in spite of 
Robinson Crusoe,a general peace will be con- 
cluded by the representatives of the nations of 
Europe, who now unanimously exclaim, cedant, 
armatege.”’ 

While he was questioning me about Paris, my 
family, my journey, and my projects, a servant 
entered to inform him that his carriage was 
ready. ‘*Come and dine with me to-morrow,”’ 
said he, ‘‘in the evening we will go to the Ri- 
dotto, where reason wears the mask of folly.— 
I will show you all the curiosities of the great 
figured tapestry. You will see many people you 
have known in other places, and you will be con- 
vinced that if Austria has ever been conquered, 
it is not in hospitality.’’ 

The Prince ek up the old fashioned practice 
of dining early, and accordingly arrived at his 
residence on the ramparts, abuut four o’clock. 
We were soon suinmoned to dinner, at whieh all 
the Prince’s family assembled. ‘Ihe repast, like 
the suppers of Madame Scarou, certainly re- 
quired the seasoning of interesting conversation. 
His highness did full honour to the light dishes 
a were served, yet he so completely possessed 

art of engaging the minds of his guests, 
that it waa not until they rose from table that 
they became fully sensible of the spiritualite of 
the entertainment. 
On our return to the drawing-room we found 
some visiters assembled. They were almost all 
persons of distinction, from different parts of 
Europe, who, being in Vienna, sought an intro- 
duction to the living monument of the past ages, 
were it only for the sake of saying ‘‘I have 
seen the Prince de Ligne.’” They listened with 
deep interest to his anecdotes and bon mots, 
with which, no doubt, they afterwards exliven- 
ed other saloons. Some, who pretended to place 
themselves on a level with him, annoyed him 
with trifling questions and insipid remarks. Of 
this class of people he used to eay, ‘“There is no 
greater proof of mediocrity of mind than that 
whispering of secrets, and grave discussion of 
trifles which takes place in the embrasures of 
windows, where newspaper stories are repeat- 
ed, and declared to be private intelligence.— 
How unfortunate it is to come in contact with 
people whose conversation is like a picture with- 
out breadth.”’ 
The Prince hating made his escape from one 
of these dull groups, stepped up to his grandson, 
the Count de Clary, with whom I was at that 
moment speaking. ‘‘I recollect,’’ said he, 
‘*once writing a letter to Jean Jaques Rousseau, 
which I commenced with these words: As I 
know you dislike both importuners and importu- 
nity, &c. There are some persons here to 
whom one might very reasonably address such a 
hint, but they are so dull that they would not 
take it. Suppose we escape to society mare 
congenial to our taste. Follow me, I will show 
you how to take leave a la Francaise.’ So 
saying, this extraordinary man, then in his eigh- 
tieth year, tripped out of the room as lightly as 
a page, and When seated in his carriage, laugh- 
ed heartily at the boyish trick he had played, 
and the disappointment that would be experi- 
enced by some of the beaur parleaurs when 
they turned round to see whether he was listen- 
ing to them. 

About nine o’clock we reached the Imperial 
Palace, called the Burg, where the Ridotto 
balls are held. The large room, which was 
splendidly lighted, was encircled by a gallery 
leading to the supper rooms. Round the princi- 
pal room was seated an elegant assemblage of 
ladies, some in dominoes, and some in fancy 
dresses—while bands of music, statio:ed at cer- 








tain distances round the circle, alternately per- 
| formed waltzes and polonaises. La the adjoin- 


is the Emperor Alexander. Yonder tall, digni- 
fied looking man, on whose arma fair Neapoli- 
tanis playfully hanging, is no less a personage 
than the King of Prussia. The lively mask who 
seems to put his Majesty’s gravity somewhat to 
the test, is perhaps an empress, or perhaps a 
grisette. Beneath that Venetian habit, which 
but ill disguises the amiable affability of the 
crowned Amphytron, you see our Emperor, the 
representative of the most paternal despotism 
that ever existed. Here is Maximilian, king of 
Bavaria, in whose open countenance you may 
read the expression of his excellent heart. On 
the throne he does not forget his former rank of 
Colonel in the French service, and he entertains 
for his subjects the same paternal affection 
which he once cherished for his regiment. Be- 
side him you see a little pale man, with an aqui- 
line nose and fair hair; that isthe King of Den- 
mark, whose cheerful manners and happy repar- 
tees enliven the royal parties. He is called the 
Lustig of the sovereign brigade. Judging from 
the simplicity of his manners, and perfect bap- 
piness which his little kingdom enjoys, one 
would never imagine him to be the most abso- 
lute monarch in Europe. Such, nevertheless, is 
the fact; and in Denmark the royal carriage is 
preceded by an equerry armed with a loaded 
carbine, and the king, as he drives along, may, 
if he choose, order any-of his subjects to be shot. 
That colossal figure, whose bulk is not diminish- 
ed by the ample folds of his domino, is the King 
of Wurtemberg, This crowd of people, as various 
in dress as in appearance, who are buzzing 
about in every direction, are either reigning 
Princes, Archdukes, or dignitaries of different 
countries. With the exception of a few En- 
glishmen, who are easily distinguishable by the 
richness of their dresses, I do not perceive a 
single individual who has not a title attached to 
his name. But now I think I have sufficiently 
introduced you, so you may go and work your 
own way; always recollecting that in any case of 
difficulty I am at hand to pilot you.” 

The Prince de Ligne now left me, and, as I 
sauntered through the rooms, I met numbers of 
persons with whom I had been acquainted in dif- 
ferent parts of the world, from Naples to St. 
Petersburg, and from Stockholm to Constanti- 
nople. I felt, as if for the first time, all the fas- 
cination of a masked ball—the music, the gene- 
ral incoguito, dive intrigues which it was calcu- 
lated to favor, the unrestrained gaiety, and the 
whole combination of enchantments—had well 
nigh turned my head. I soon found myself amidst 
a group of friends, among whom were Zibini, 
Rouen, Bulgari, Borel, Cariati, and Rechberg. 
We agreed to sup together, in order to make ar- 
rangements for meeting each other every day 
during our stay in Vienna. Mr. Griffiths, who 
had been long searching for me in the crowd, 
joined us. He was also accompanied by several 
friends; and after amusing ourselves for an hour 
or two, a party of about twenty of us sat down 
to conclude the evening with a good supper. 

“ How came you here? Where have you been? 
What have you been doing since last we met?’’

WRESTLING. 

‘On Friday, April iTth, the annual competition 
for the prizes given by the Cumberland and 
Westmoreland Society, took place in the grounds 
attached to the Byre Tavern, St. John’s Wood.

A Sportinc Nove.ty.—-We were present 
on Thursday at the trial of a fowling-piece of 
most ingenious construction, and which, to the 
eye Of an observer, has all the appearance of a 
common walking stick. It may bé used either 
to shoot with shot or ball—and a rifle barrel 
may be substituted for the common barrel at 
ploasure. No part of the lock is seen, boing 
covered by an outer case, from whence it is pull- 
ed like a telescope. It is discharged by a cop- 
per cap, and so simple is its machingry that it 
cannot be put out of order and may be cleaned 
in a few seconds. At thirty-six yards distance 
it impeHed a charge of shot through six and 
thirty sheets Of brown paper, and kills well at 
fifty yards—with a ball it would kill at 150 yarde. 
The weight 6f the whole does not exceed two 
pounds, and for working on the sly, nothing can 
be more appropriate. A patent has been obtain- 
ed for the invention. We saw them im use at 
Lang's Shooting Gallery, ia the Hay-market.

ed to be, in one shape or other, the subject, or 
the cause of discussion in the Lonpon papers. 
A writer in the Sun, calling himself Censor Me- 
dicus, makes these iransactions serve as the 
foundation of an uneparing tirade against a class 
of practitoners whom he represents as lamentably 
numerous, and describes in the following para- 
graphs:—*‘‘ Man seems to him to be made up of 
as many separate identities as there are parts or 
organs in his body; any.one of which having 
contracted disease, may lead the rest in its train, 
as our maniac himself blindly follows in that 
of some medical autocrat. He speaks of their 
faculty of imitation and sympathy, though they 
seem not, in his ideas, to have any necessary 
fandamental analogy among them, so that a 
man might as well be packed up with parts ta- 
ken indiscriminately from as many different indi- 
viduals. He despises as such all theories which 
tend to show that vitality is one throughout an 
animal body; he has no notion eves of warming 
his shivering patient, except by external heat; 
for the brandy with which he occasionally 
cheers his own phlegmatic carcase, he dreads as 
the lighter-up of hie‘bugbear inflammation, and 
asan incendiary more terrible than his feilow- 
maniac Martin, of Minster notoriety. But why 
all this? I answer simply, because his educa- 
tion has taught him to use his eyes, his ears, 
and his touch, only in the grossest manner: 
reason and enlarged observation have been de- 
graded in his mifd, because he has been render- 
ed capable of reasoning no farther than that 
twoand three make five rather than four, and 
of observing only that flesh is not blood, nor 
blood flesh. Without being a mathematician or an 
experimental philosopher, he has learnt to ape 
the scepticism of both, and to distrust all evi- 
dence that does not consist of an angle or a 
colour. If he endeavours enlarge the sphere of 
his knowledge he calls in the aid of a microscope 
or the conjuring stethoscope; and thus, prying, 
as he thinks, into the very nooks of the human 
body, he laughs like the idiot fly; at the great 
circle of animal life to him for ever invisible. — 
How, indeed, can he be expected to be capable 
of more? He turns up his nose now at his ap- 
prentice who compounds bis insignificant potions, 
only because he himself held the same degra- 
ding situation for several years of his life; just as 
I have seen a barber turn physician, treat con- 
temptuously one of his late block-scrutinizing 
fraternity, though he had himself pat off only 
the name, not the manners and habita of the 
craft. Nay, this absurd mode of education isto 
be perpetuated by that chef-d’auvre ef legisla- 
tive wisdom, the jalap-merchant’s act; and the 
student is condemned to sigh for several yegrs, 
for the opportunity of cutting up the human 
carcase, though he is all the while quacking 
with his precentor’s inferior patients, or with 
the victims of the public charities; a sort of 
quackery, forsooth, which he is led to think he 
never can fully understand without the sovereign 
requisite manual of dissection. Thus be, witha 
knowledge of his profession, such as refers to 
keeping books and colouring mixtures, or may- 
hap, dissolving salts in senna®ea, as a panacea, 
he goes to make himself expert in the dissecting- 
room, to gape at what he calls a capital opera- 
tion, and to run through the wards of an hospi- 
tal, utterly despising every patient that is not 
condemned as the victim of operating igaorance. 
When he returns to claim the confidence of the 
public, he trusts, in reality, to all-powerful na- 
ture, while he puffs off his secret compounds 
with a soft or a pompous exterior, and waits 
with the feeling of 9 shark for the chance of 
signalizing himself by irrecoverably maiming 
somé of his Majesty’s more honourable sub- 
jects.

We give, below, an extract from.an address

My 
conduct has been too uniform and decided to 
admit of any doubt as to the course I ought to 
pursue—I must either not serve at all, or serve 
in conformity with those principles of which I 
have been the sleady advocate. 1 must become 
a selfish professional politician before I can 
accept of an office with the knowledge that no 
benefit would be rendered to the country; and 
believing that much the largest part of the mis- 
direction and corruption which has occurred in 
our government has proceeded from that class 
of men, | prefer becoming a private citizen.’’

A model of the prison of the InquistT10N at 
CoimeRa, constructed by Mr. Youne, an Ena- 
Lisu officer, whose imprisonment and sufferings 
in PoatuGat have recently excited a lively in- 
terest among his countrymen, is exhibited at 
Lonpon. One of the papers thus dese@ribes it:— 
**When we visited the model, Mr. Young was in 
attendance, and pointed out the various depart- 
ments and uses of the building. The model is 
on the scale of half an inch to a foot, and upon 
being taken to pieces exhibits the inmost recesses 
of the place, from the external roof down to the 
subterranean dungeons, The instruments of tor- 
ture, and the mode of using them, are also dis- 
played by very ingenious advices. Five varie- 
ties of treatment, as varieties in torture were 
mildly termed by the Holy Office, are exhibited: 
—The water treatment, whereby the patient 
whose fefractory disposition would not allow him 
to confess all he knew to the Grand Inquisition, 
was bound down with cords and obliged to swal- 
low several gallons of water, administered 
through a funnel, till, on the point of suffocation, 
he was humanely released by being placed heels 
uppermost, so that the superfluous liquid might 
run out through his mouth and nose—the fire 
treatment, whereby an untoward temper was 
warned of the deference due to the Inquisition, 
by being fixed onan iron cradle, with the soles 
of his feet exposed to a brisk fire, without the 
power of withdrawing them a-single inch from its 
scorching influence, a treatment which may be 
regarded as somewhat an approach to the Ma- 
bommedana’ hell, pictured as a place where men 
are shod with boots of red hot iron, making their 
brains boil like a cauldron. There are three 
species of the violent treatment by which men 
were repeatedly hauled up by ropes to the ceil- 
ing of a high room, and suddenly let drop, so as 
frequently to dislocate and break their limbs — 
By another device a man was tied down toa 
horse manger, with his hands fastened behind 
him, so as to be obliged to eat his food like a 
pig or an ox. This, however, as Mr. Young ex- 
plained it, was not deemed a punishment, but 
only a degradation. The holes through which 
the Monks were enabled to see what every pri- 
soner was about, the knowledge of which was 
often used by the Grand Inquisitors to impress 
their victims with the belief of their poner 
supernatural powers—the secret places wh 
the bones of those who were murdered, or re- 
duced to death by the lingering pangs of con- 
finement, were deposited, until the celebration 
of an Auto da fe, when they were burnt; and 
many other ‘‘ secrets of the prison house”’ equal- 
ly interesting and instructive, will be found ful- 
ly and intelligibly displayed in Mr. Young’s Mo- 
del.”’

INSOLVENT DEBTORS’ COURT—Aran. 20th. 
Lieutenant James Augustas RBailiic, of the 
a a ~ half-pay, (better known as 
aptain Baillie,) was ht up this 
from the King’s ooh, os, A be beord 
the matter .of his petition, when his di 
was opposed by Mr, Cresswexr, on belialf of 
et grey Penny and Miss Phabe Jane Baillie; 
by Mr. Hatcomp, on behalf of several 
creditors. 

The Court was, at an early bour, erowded to 
excess, and during the examination of the insol- 
vent, was frequently convulsed with langhter on 
account of his irreconcilable way of answering 
the questions put to him by the Learned gentle. 
man. In his examination by; Mr. Carssweut, 
he stated that his father in December, 1822, 
died intestate, and being his only son, he took 
out letters of administration to the amount of 
£30,000, and received nearly £25,000, out of 
which he paid £7,000 to his sister, now Mrs. 
Penny, and emall sums to his other sister. He 
had filed an account in Chancery of the sums 
he had paid his sieter Phebe, and without that 
answer he could not tell the amount. After bis 
arrest, he had a writ against him Ne ex eat 
regno, but he never had any idea of going 
abroad. His half-pay was 80/. a year, and his 
present debts amounted to upwards of 33,0901. 

Mr. Cressweitt—Will you swear, Sir, that 
you ever paid one shilling to your sister Phabe? 

Insolvent—Ah, that I will. When she want- 
ed money she had it. J have put her down in my 
schedule as a creditor for £7,000, and Capt. 
Penay, on behalf of my other sister, 1002. 

In answer to further questions put by Mr. 
Cresswewt, he stated that his sister Phoebe 
was satisfied with what she had had, and had 
agreed to sign a release; and he had ordered 
his solicitor, (Mr. Brundell,) to prepare one, but, 
through his negligence, it was not executed. 
Shortly after he received the 25,0901. he pur- 
chased an estate at Speldhurst for 3,000/. but 
afterwards mortgaged 1; and aficr his arrest, in 
1827, raised 1,000/. on his furniture, which cost 
him nearly 3,000/. He had, he believed, no 
gambling debts. 

Mr. Cressweti—Upon your solemn oath, 
did you never say that, if you could collect in 
all your gambling debts, you would not be in- 
solvent? [think not. Perhaps I did. 

Did you bet heavy on the turf?—Not heavy. 
I can’t recollect what I have lost. I don’t 
know. 

Do you know your name?—Yes; it is James 
Augustus Baillie. I signed my name as James 
Baillie in Doctors’ Commons. 

Did you never go by the name of Alexander? 
—No, never. 

Where was you born?—I don’t know when nor 
where, 

Mr. Cresswexn contended at great length 
that the insolvent had committed a gross breach 
of trust, in not making an equal division of the 
money he had obtained from his father’s estates. 
He had lived most extravagantly. By one item 
in his balance-sheets, it would be seen that he 
had expended 3,000/. for clothes in four yeara. 

The Cuisr Commissioner said that, to 
substantiate such a case, the parties complain- 
ing ought to have appeared; and neither of them 
appearing, the Court had no power to remand 
the insolvent at their suits. 

The insolvent, in answer to qnestions put by 
Mr. Hatcoms, stated that he had, within these 
last two years, several phaetons, but they had 
been distrained upon, as also his horses. The 
property he had bought at Speldhurst had been 
illegally sold. Messrs. Hoare had been his 
bankers. He attributed his insolvency to hav- 
ing been disappointed in obtaining a Government 
situation. Fle further stated that from 1824 to 
1828 he had expended upwards of 40,0001. ! 

Mr. Haucoms, on behalf of his clients, pray- 
ed for an account of the disposition of the pro- 
perty at Speldhurst. 

The Court said an account of the sale ought 
to have been filed; and, after some further Sie. 
cussion as to the detainers lodged against him, 
there being one for contempt, in not putting in 
his anewer in the Court of Chancery, the case 
was ordered to stand adjourned sine die for the 
above purpose.

ORCHARDS. 


Among the fairest objects on which the eye 
rests, are the orchards which spread round the 
husbandman’s home; whether we contemplate 
them when covered with-many scented flowe- 
ers and full of rich perfumes, the songs of birds 
and the hum of bees, or in the autumnal still- 
ness, with the branches bending with rosy- 
cheeked fruits. But we do not dignify with the 
name of orchards those collections of dead 
brush and. knarled trees, where the pruning 
saw has always been a stranger, and the skill 
of the cultivator has had no intercourse. The 
apple is, fortunately, so hardy, as to withstand 
almost all extremes of neglect or abuse, and 
will linger out its existence through a long con- 
sumptiog of half a century, and arrive to a 
venerable old age, when its luxuriance is un- 
restrained by the operations which increase its 
fruitfulness. There is a general neglect alike 
of the selection of tbe quality of fruits and of the 
preservation of the trees, which prd@uce them. 
The removal of the rough coat which gathers 
on the exterior of the aged, the resort where 
successive generations of insects fiad homes, for 
their races and places of refuge to retire from 
the storm, and — out when the returning sun 
invites the renewal of their ravages—the care 
which continued the young, smooth and fair— 
alike increase the beauty and the products of 
the orchard, 

With the expanding foliage, troops of cater- 
pillars come out to prey on the verdure or 
mair the bud, Unless extirpated, their depre- 
dations are seriously and permanently injurious to 
the orchard. The trees, once deprived of their 
leaves, organs which perform important func- 
tions in vegetable economy, may have vigor 
enough to renew their foliage, but aftera few 
successive attacks, they begin to languish and 
premature decay soon falls upon them. The 


| nest of the insect is permitted to remain, as the 


labors of its population are not considered of 
much conséquence during one season. The 
next yeur the number of the plundcrers are multi- 
plied, and they return with full power to de- 
stroy what before they only injured. The care- 
lessness which leaves only a few of the habi- 
tations of the vermin that waste the fruit trees, 
provides an empryo host to be warred against 
m future.
